AWFUL SCHOOL HOLOCAUST 


NEAR CLEVELAND KILLS 170 


Building Housing Elementary Pupils in 


the Suburb of Collinwood, O., Burns, 


Bringing Death to Children-- 


Rescue Work Is On, 


hours out of the 21. 


Cleveland, O., penned and held in 


narrow hallways, jammed up against 
doors that only opened Inward, 170 
children in the suburb ot North Co!- 
llnwood . Wednesday were killed by 
fire, by smoke, and beneath tho grind- 
Ing' heols OH their panic-stricken play- 
mates. 
The awful tragedy occurred In tho 


public school of North Collinwood. tun 
miles east of this city. One hundred 
and 
»lxly-llvo corpses woro In the 


morgue at Collinwood Thursday, six 
children were unaccounted for, and all 
the hospitals and houses for two miles 
around contained numbers of 
ctill 


dren. same fatally, and many leas 
seriously Injured. 
All of the victims 


were between the ages of six and fif- 
teen years. The school contained be- 
tween :!10 arid S2T, imrillK. and of this 
entire number only about 80

Bodies Vlelble In Doorways, 


After 
tlio Uro bad been reduced 


somewhat fillesi of charred little bodies 
woro still visible In the doorways. In 
the rear door bodies burned beyond 
recognition lay piled five Feet deep. 


The flames shot up t.hrongli tlio cen- 


tral halls with terrible rapidity. 
It 


Is said tho children woro terrified be- 
yond all control, and the teachers, al- 
though they struggled hcuvoly to mar- 
shal tlielr charges out ot tho building 
In something like order, wore utterly 
helpless. 
Those who woro familiar with t 


building and were curly on the scene 
believe that most ot the loas ot lite 
was clno lo tho fact that all of the 
rooms were dismissed at once. 


.Pupils pouring down the stairs mado 


for tho doorways already full of chil- 
dren escaping from the lower floors. 
The exits were soon choked. Tlio dos- 
peratn ones behind pushed and strug- 
gled for their lives, driving the human 
wedges the tighter In place. 


Caught lllte ruts in this manner, 


they foil with the lower floor, amid tho 
blazing timbers, to the basement bo 
low. 
There tho Httlo bodies could bo 


soon writhing In tliolr last 
death 


struggle. 


(todies were taken to tho morgue 


at tho Lake Shore & Michigan South- 
ern Railway Company's shops. 
Worklngmon Aid In Work of Rescue. 


Factories In ttie Immediate neighbor- 


hood dismissed their mou. who went to 
work In an effort to rescue the little 
ones. A few minutes after the build-.. 
Ing was known to be on Ore the school 
was surrounded by parents, fathers 
and mothers, who wore frantic In their 
dazed efforts to rescue their children. 
Vory few were saved from among the 
children who woro behind the jam at 
tho front door. .The others escaped 
with slight Injuries. 


The school was of tho common 


grade and contained 300 children rang- 
ing In ago from six years to 14. Two 
or throe ot the teachers also are 
thought to have perished. 


The flro from tho basement, In ad- 


dition to filling the school rooms- with 
smoke, which caused the first alarm, 
leaped up tho stairway to the first, 
second and third floors. When the 
children rushed from their rooms to 
the hallways they rushed into n fiery 
furnace. It was in tlie hallways and at 
the main exit where the greatest num- 
ber met death. 
The hallways were 


narrow and could not accommodate 
the largo number that attempted to 
rush through them to reach the main 
door. 


Terrible Scenes Enacted. 


Fearful scenes were enacted around 


the burning schoolliouse. Fathers and 
mothers 
raved, cursed 
or prayed. 


Many 
tried to break 
through 
the 


vrowd and some got so far as to dash 
toward the flaming doorways. 
One 


big man In overalls and jumper was 
restrained by force. 
Explaining in 


broken English that his "kinder" were- 
in tho building he struggled desper- 


ately with the three men who held 
him. Finally they threw him to. the 
ground and sat on him. forcing his 
great form downl n the ankle-deep mud. 


The building was completely, de- 


stroyed, only tlie outside brick walls 
remaining standing. 
The floors and 


root fell into the Interior early in the 
flro, making the' rescue .of Intact bodies 
absolutely hopeless. 


Fire Drill Is Forgotten. 


The school building was supposed 


to be practically modern, although 
erected three or four years ago. 
The 


Hchool children had been given fire 
drllln, and were supposed to be In 
training for just such an emergency. 
When tho crucial moment arrived the 
drill was forgotten and not the slight- 
est effort to effect 
an 
orderly or 


prompt escape availed. 


Victims Practically Incinerated. 


As soon as firemen and volunteers 


could get close enough, attempts were 
mado to pluck bodies from the death 
heaps at the doors. It was found that 
the llames had practically Incinerated 
the bodies. Firemen with ralccs, forks 
and .shovels 
turned 
up blackened 


bones, 
little blackened skulls. and. 


masses of charred flesh, but bodies 
recognisable as such were no longer 
to be found. 
A fearful stench added 


to the horror of the scone. 


Miss Anna Moran, tho principal of 


tho school, who escaped, says that the 
children made a .mad rush for the door 
as soon as the alarm of 
fire 
was 


sounded, but wore driven back by the 
choking smoke. 
Later 
the 
flames 


prevented the escape of many of them 
from the burning building. 


County Coroner Burke Immediately 


attar the fire said: 


"The construction of the school- 


house was an outrage. The hallways 
were narrow and there was practically 
but one mode of exit. 
The children 


woro caught like rats in a trap." 


Bodl«s >re TaKen Out. 


The !lro had swopt away nearly all 


resemblance to human features in the 
majority ot instances. Distracted par- 
ents soon began to gather and the 
work of Identification ot tho blackened 
and mangled 
corpses 
began. 
The 


grcwsome task o£ taking out tho black- 
ened torses and bits of 
human re- 


mains was one of horror. A line of 
rescuers was formed, backed by half a 
dozen ambulances. As 
the 
bodies 


wore untangled from the debris they 
wore 'passed along to the stretchers 
and thonco loaded In the ambulances. 
Mercifully covered with blankets, the 
pi tl Cul sights were veiled from 
the 


crowd of curious that strotched about 
the entrance to the structure. As fast 
as a load was obtained It was driven 
away to the improvised morgtie to be 
succeeded by another within a short 
time. The sights of the human char- 
nel house caused tlie men delving Into 
tho mass ot burned flesh to hesitate, 
but tho work had to bo done and done 
ciulckly, so their feelings had to be 
smothered for the time being as -they 
tenderly handled all that was mortal 
ot the little tots. 


Bodies Numbered at Morgue. 


Fathers, mothers, brothers and sis- 


ters passed up and down the lines 
formed oE 170 corpses. 
To facilitate 


Identification the bodies were num- 
bered as they were received at the 
morgue. The first Identification was 
made by the mother of ' Nels; and 
Tommy Thompson, aged six and nine 
years respectively. . The heads and 
arms had been burned 
from 
both 


bodies, but the mother recognized the 
shoes on their feet. And so the dis- 
heartening work went on accompanied' 
now and then by a piercing shriek or 
plaintive moan as a loved one .was 
recognized by clothing or token, such 
as ring or-necklace. About the burned 
schoolliouse' there are but faw resi- 
dences. In one of these Mrs: .Clark 
Sprung lived. Her little boy, Alvon, 
iged seven, was a pupil in the second 
grade. 
When the fire started the' 


mother ran over to the school and ar- 
•Ived when the first floor was a mass 
ot fiames. At n window on that .floor 
she saw the face of her boy. He recog- 
nized her and pleaded for* help/ Rush- 
ing across tho street 
Mrs. 
Sprung 


secured a stepladder and placed it 
against the window. Climbing up she. 
•cached tor her boy. She caught him 
by the hair. 
It burned off ' in . .her 


hands and the lad fell back into the 
lames. Desolation unspeakable-hangs 
over the vicinity of the .school and the 
whole village 
of 
Collinwood..'. The 


school board met in special .session at 
the temporary morgue late Wednes- 
day afternoon to.discuss the calamity, 
while the coroner prepared to hold an 
inquest to determine the cause and 
>lace the responsibility for ..the'-fire."
